2, At the beginning of February 1951, ten Russian civil engineers (specialists in 
bridge and highway construction) arrived in Budapest, Accompanied by two 
Hungarian engineers, they carried out an inspection of the eastern section of the 
road network of Hungary, after which they wer© attached to the eastern section 
of the Ministry of Cormmaaicatione* Following the inspection it was decided 
that Russian engineers would be mad© responsible for the supervision of "the

5* Between the first part of April and 7 toy 1951-, the construction of the following 
bridges and roads was completed: 
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a* A bridge over the 5a jo river , near Miskolc, which will facilitate the 
passage of traffic between the valleys of Heraad and Rodroga The route 
Fels&ssolca - 3©kecs which passes over tills bridge is under reconstruction 
and should be completed by 1 September* 


b. A bridge at tScsdd, on Route 415* It is about ?00 voters long. The rood 
from 0cs6d to Kunesorba is being reconstructed and widened. 


e» A new bridge At Szentldrinckata on the Zagyva River* It is about 260 meters 
long. 

6. A new road construction machine arrived in Hungary from Russia in the spring of 
1951. As it advances down the road the machine mixes concrete and covers the 
surface of the road with concrete to a width of 6*5 meters* Vbth this machine f 
one kilometer of road can be concreted to a width of 6*5 meters in 64 hours* 
Machines of the model which arrived from the Soviet Union are now being constructed 
in Hungary* The Ministry of Communications has ordered ten of them. 


7. In May 1951 the Ministry of Communications received a request, from the Soviet 
military mission to Hungary to repair immediately the following routes. The 
Russians complained that despite the fact that these routes had been recommended 
to them as sufficiently strong to bear the heaviest traffic* they had rapidly 
become pitted by the passage of their trucks and tanks* 

a* Route 61s DimafSldvar - Tamasi - Hombc^ar 
\ Tills route has been severely rutted and pitted by the tanks which were unloaded 
to Bum f BXdvkr and dispatched south of this road* The Russians insist that 
the road must be repaired in such a fashion that traffic my continue to use 
it* at least in one direction, during the r emirs, 

b. Route 66 s Balaton- - FBldvar - Kaposvar 

This road is entirely unusable since Russian heavy material passed over it. 

The Russians have ordered that it be restored to usable condition by 15 July* 
( 2 )* 

c. Route 644s Kaposvar - Ssigetvar 

This road i-ms less badly damaged than the two described above* The Russians 
have nevertheless ordered its repair* 

d* Route 64 1 Poes - Bravanalkonya 

This section of* Route 64 is entirely unusable. The Russians have ordered 
that it be immediately put into usable condition, if possible into a condi- 
tion which would permit the passage of heavy materiel including tanks* (3) 


g. The Ministry of Communications in May 1951 received an order to draw up a plan 
for,, a new route to run from Polg^r to PflspB3&-»Xaaany- via Folyas and Hortobagyi - 
Csarda. It is to be ready by 15 June 1951. 

9. Tlie following road construction projects were in progress on 1 June 1951s. 

a. Vac - Aszdas Tills road was being transformed from a second class into a 

first class road and is to connect two other first class roads, namely, that 
leading from the Czechoslovak border via Vac to Budapest and that leading 
from Budapest via As z6d to Miskolc in such a way that transit through Budapest 
will no longer be necessary* (4) 

fe* Budapest - Vessprem - Celld8m5Xk - Szombathelyj Repairs are in progress 
on the section from Budapest to Veszorem, which is already a route of the 
first class* The section from Yeszprem to Colld6mdlk and that from CellddmBlk 
to Szombathely are being transformed into roads of the first class* This 
project is to be complete! *by early in 1952* ■ Its purpose is to provide a 
first class road, fit for the heaviest traffic, from Budapest to the Austrian 
border* 

e* Ssekesfehervar - Mor - Komar oms This route is being made into a road of the 

fiiiirftM/CC-HTRCl. rr a fWTV. 
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first class. Hie work was begun in 1949 and should be completed by the 
end of 1951. This road will form a connection between the Czechoslovak 
border and Szako sf ohdrvnr and between the road Sopron - GyBr - Koraarom — 
Budapest and the road Budapest - Sz^kesfohervSr - Vesznrem, which extends 
further to Szombathely and south, on another branch, to Hagykanizsa. (5) 

d. Pecs - Dombovar: This route is being transformed into a first class road. 

c. Papa - Szombathely: This route is to be made into a first class road, but 
work has not yet begun.
